that your very independence secures for you no mean 
amongst the very class who feel solicitous, from interested 
motives, otherwise to discountenance you. Knowing, then, that 


it is to an impartial public chiefly to whom an impartial journal- 
ist must look for support, I think he will see and admit the pro- 
priety of doing his utmost to win their favour, rather than that 
of those who award it only on terms from which all honourable 
men shrink. 

To give, then, the prices of books along with your notices of 
them, would not only be a feature in Tue Critic which would 
be joyfully hailed by all your present patrons, but be the means 
of a considerable accession to their number. But how is this to 
be effected? Subscribers to THE Critic cannot expect the 
proprietary to pay out of their own pockets the eighteen-pence 
of advertisement duty which would certainly be charged for 
each literary notice having a price affixed to it; norean it be 
expected that authors or publishers who get unfavourable re- 
marks upon their speculations would be forthcoming with the 
advertisement duty, though called upon for it. 

Two modes have occurred to me, and I think that one or other 
of them might be successfully adopted by you. I submit them 
at all events, to your superior judgment. 

First.—That you furnish the cost of all books which you 
really think worthy the library, the book-club, or the private 
purchaser. No author or publisher would hesitate to pay the 
1s. 6d. which would, in consequence, be certainly charged to you 
as advertisement duty. If the work was advertised in THE 
Critic it would be unnecessary to repeat the cost in the literary 
notice. Here it would be sufficient to say ‘‘ see adv.’’ But it is 
not improbable that many readers occasionally feel desirous to 
see the very books which you condemn. This, therefore, leads 
me to suggest, 

Secondly.—That you furnish the price of all books, by means 
of an evasion of the law. Probably you may startle at this, 
but I respectfully give it as my opinion that a law may sometimes 
be honourably evaded, and the present I think is a case in point. 
Immediately after the title of a book (which invariably precedes 
the review of it), let the price be given according to the following 
mode :—Let it be understood that the simple letter s represents 
one shilling; s}, eighteen-pence ; ss}, half-a-crown; 1, one pound; 
31, ten shillings ; i, thirty shillings; Is, a guinea; lllsss, three 
guineas, and so on; no reader would have the slightest difficulty 
in perceiving that a book, with sssssj prefixed, or in some way 
accompanying the review, cost exactly 5s. 6d. 

I need not enlarge. The scheme is before you, and it is for 
you to judge of its practicability.
